He repeated previous pledges of 
strict enforcement of the smoke 
erdinance, of effective postwar 
planning measures, and his inten- 
tion to cause a resurvey of the 
Columbia Bottoms site before any 
decision as to location of the sec- 
ond airport, which he holds should 
be named for Mayor Becker.

“Don't congratulate me,” he said 
to the First Ward visitors, “just 
wish me luck.” 

Expresses Appreciation. 

In his statement, the new Mayor 
expressed appreciation of the 
“kindness, confidence and good- 
will” shown by the public since 
his sudden elevation, by “the tragic 
event of last Sunday,” from the 
effice of president of the Board of 
Aidermen. He reiterated the eight- 
point platform on which he ran for 
office last spring, and proceeded to 
announce his policy on matters of 
the most immediate importance. 

“First,” he said, “there will be 
mo immediate change in the offi- 
cial personnel, and none is con- 
templated. Neither will there be 
any changes in the employe per- 
gonnel; nor is any in contempla- 
tion. Officials and employes may, 
therefore, proceed with their du- 
ties as if the dreadful catastrophe 
of Aug. 1 had not occurred, and 
without fear of removal except for 
just cause.

5 (AP).—Japan is conscripting 


thousands of natives of Java into 
a labor force in a race to replace 
shipping losses at the hands of 
Allied air and sea power, Aneta, 
Netherlands news agency, said to- 
day.

DEFECTIVE METAL 
PARTS SUSPECTED 
ER CRASH 


Army Spokesman Reveals 
‘Several’ Firms Make 
Parts but Only 2 Build- 
ers Use Them. 


A War Department spokesman 
said in Washington today that 
some metal parts used in assem- 


bling gliders of the type that 
crashed here with 10 persons 
aboard last Sunday are “under 
suspicion” by the Army of being 
faulty. 

The spokesman said that parts 
for the type of glider that figured 
in the accident ‘here were being 
made by “several” factories, but 
that only the gliders assembled 
by the Robertson company and 
one other factory contain the 
metal parts which are “under sus- 
picion.” 

Meanwhile, a letter was received 
by an Army officer here in which 
an employe of the Robertson firm, 
who worked on gliders of the type 
that crashed, expressed the opinion 
that the accident may have been 
caused by poor workmanship of a 
subcontractor in gluing wooden 
wing joints. The letter will be 
forwarded to the board of inquiry 
at Scott Field. 

An order grounding all gliders 
assembled by the Robertson Air- 
craft Corporation has been issued 
at Stout Field, Indianapolis, Ind., 
Maj. G. S. Patterson, public rela- 
tions officer, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter in a telephone conversa- 
tion today, ‘ Stout Field is the 
headquarters of the First Troop 
Carrier Command. 

The order was issued merely as 
a precautionary measure to per- 
mit inspection of the gliders, Maj. 
Patterson said. A representative 
of the Army Air Forcés materiel 
command here said the _ glider 
which crashed wag one of 70 as- 
sembled by the Robertson com- 
pany.

(Berlin did not state the extent 
of the withdrawal, but the next 
position of importance is Bryansk, 
75 miles to the west. The Germans 
had only one remaining rail link 
between Orel and Bryansk, and 
the Russian column advancing 
from the north already has been 
reported within five miles of that 
line, holding it well within artillery 
range.) 

Reds Sweep Across River. 

Red Army infantry storming 
down from the hills east of Orel 
swept across the Oka River and 
were reported mopping up the 
enemy’s rearguards block by block. 

Frontline dispatches said the 
Germans still wére offering bitter 
resistance northwest and south- 
west of Orel in an effort to cover 
the retreat of the main body of 
their troops through the bottle- 
neck to the west, yesterday re- 
ported narrowed to 13 miles. 

The army newspaper Red Star 
reported the Nazis had stepped up 
their rearline firepower in those 
areas, virtually doubling the num- 
ber of guns for each mile of the 
front, and were counterattacking 
with groups of 15 to 25 tanks.

SWEDEN TO DENY PASSAGE

Movement of German War Ma- 
terials to Be Discontinued ~

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
Transportation of German troops 
across Sweden to and from Norway 
will be halted Aug. 20 and the 
movement of Nazi war materials 
will be discontinued Aug. 15, a 
Swedish communique announced 
today. 

The action had been expected 
here for weeks while Sweden care- 
fully brought its ‘military prepared- 
ness to its highest state of effi- 
ciency since the war began. It was 
estimated that Sweden now has 
about 400,000 men under arms. 

The importance of the military 
traffic across Sweden was revealed 
recently by the Swedish press, 
which said 250,000 German soldiers 
had moved annually between Ger- 
many and Norway via Sweden.

COST OF MONTGOMERY’S 
BRILLIANT VICTORY AT 
CATANIA RELATIVELY LOW 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 

NORTH AFRICA, Aug. 5 (AP). 

N official announcement 

said today that Gen. Sir 

Bernard L. Montgomery's 
victory at Catania, as brilliant 
as any he achieved in Africa, 
was gained at a relatively slight 
cost of his soldiers’ lives. The 
statement said: 

“The enemy was forced out of 
this vital point by a combina- 
tion of superior numbers, the 
element of surprise and the 
pressure applied correctly and 
suddenly at the vital point. Thus 
important strategic results were 
obtained with great economy of 
force avoiding greater casualties 
on our side. 

“Even if the enemy had fore- 
seen this thrust, pressure else- 
where would have forbidden 
withdrawing additional support- 
ing troops to the threatened sec- 
tor. 

“The German withdrawal was 
definitely not according to any 
plan. The Allies have hurried 
any attempt at withdrawal and 
by heavy bombing and ground 
strafing have demoralized Ital- 
ian troops and disrupted supply 
lines.” 


WIFE RESCUES HAROLD LLOYD 
IN FIRE AT ACTOR'S ESTATE 


Originals of Silent Film Comedies 
He Valued at 2 Million 
Dollars Destroyed, 
‘BEVERLY HILLS, Cal., Aug. 5 
(AP).—Former movie star Harold 
Lloyd narrowly escaped death to- 
day in an explosion and fire at 
his Benedict Canyon drive estate. 
Irreplaceable original films of his 
silent era comedies, which he val- 
ued at * million dollars, were de- 

stroyed. 

Lioyd was rescued by his wife, 
Mildred Davis Lioyd, who caught 
him as he collaps in the door- 
way of his film ult, where the 
explosion occurred. She dragged 
him to safety outdoors. 

Seven firemen and an employe 
at the Lioyd estate were overcome 
by chlorine gas and were taken 
ta the Beverly Hills Emergency 
Hospital. Lioyd’s former secre- 
tary, Roy Brooks, now a navy 
yoeman, was blown from his bed. 
Brooks was sleeping next to the 
engine room, which is connected 
with the. film vault, swimming 
pool, gymnasium and other service 
buildings on the estate.

3870 Wounded — Total 
Casualties of 6741 ‘Mod- 
erate’ Considering Ter- 
rain, Stimson Says. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
American casualties in Sicily 
through July 22 totaled 6741—501 
killed, 3870 wounded and 2370 miss- 
ing. The invasion was launched 
July 10. 

Secretary of War Stimson re- 
ported this today, observing: 

“Considering the number of 
troops involved, these losses are 
considered moderate—particularly 
in view of the terrain’ of Sicily.” 

He said he did not have the fig- 
ures on British casualties for the 
same period, but they were “not a 
great deal higher.” Casualties 
since July: 22 were believed to be 
“relatively light.” 

He told his press conference sub- 
stantial gains had been made by 
Allied forces in all theaterg in the 
last week. 

Axis Line Cracking. 

In northeastern Sicily, the Allies 
have cracked the outer defenses 
of the Axis Mount Etna line, in 
an operation climaxed today by 
capture of Catania.. Farther west, 
Stimson said, British and Ca- 
nadian forces have made impor- 
tant gains in the vicinity of Re- 
galbuto, while to the north the 
American Seventh Army has seiz- 
ed San Stefano, Mistretta and 
other towns, and is less than two 
miles from San Fratello. 

The effect of the crushing drive 
by the Allied forces has been to 
pen the Axis troops into a small 
corner of the island. Stimson pic- 
tured their position as somewhat 
analogous to their positions in the 
final phase of the Tunisian cam- 
paign. An important difference, 


lightning advance clockwise around 


Mount Etna. 

Although Catania represented 
the hardest and bloodiest victory 
of the entire Sicilian campaign, an 
Allied headquarters’ statement 
said British casualties were rela- 
tively light. It appeared that the 
main strength of the German 
army corps had been broken by 
its hurried and forced withdrawal. 

Alr Fields As Prizes. 

It was disclosed tonight that 
Gerbini’s big air base and network 
of nine satellite fields 12 miles 
west of Catania were completely 
available for Allied use. Gerbini 
ig 10 miles directly south of Pa- 
terno and was made untenable by 
British flanking drives to Centur— 
ipe on the northwest and the fall 
of Catania and Paterno. Another 
major airfield is situated just out- 
side Catania. 

The British also gathered in 
Misterbianco, three miles north- 
west of Catania, on the road to 
Paterno, 

German withdrawal of non-es- 
sential personnel from Sicily has 
been in progress for the last five 
or six days, it was learned author- 
itatively. 

German defenses based on Mount 
Etna as a barrier to Allied ad- 
vances northward thus were blast-, 
ed apart and the next German line 
is expected to run from Taor- 
mina on the east coast across the 
northern base of the volcano to 
San Fratello on the north coast, 
a point already menaced by the 
Americans. 

Allied headquarters issued a 
special communique announcing 
the fall of Catania. 


Advances All Along Front. 

The regular communique, issued 
earlier, said the Allied advance 
continued all along the front, yes- 
terday, driving the Germans back 
toward Messina, 55 miles north of 
Catania. Tremendous aerial] and 
sea blows were hammered home in 
support of the land drive. 

“The enemy is trying to slow 
down our advance, leaving behind 
mines and destroying all installa- 
tions,” the Allied communique said. 

Front dispatches said American 
troops were making steady 
progress.

All 
the physicians were wounded, one 
suffering an abdominal wound and 
another a broken arm. 

“When we landed,” Hudson con- 
tinued, “the two most seriously in- 
jured doctors were carried off the 
planes and the others were silent 
and pretty white. We never heard 
anything about the additional 25 
missions. I guess they were con- 
vinced., 

“And let me tell you, we really 
admired those doctors. They didn’t 
squat in their offices and guess 
about us. They risked their lives 
and got shot up so they'd really 
know the story.”

Signs Scrawled on Walls. 

A Swiss correspondent in Milan 
said an air of desperation had set- 
- tled on the Italian neople and that 
scribbled on walls wcre signs read- 
ing: 

“Death to Badoglio and the 
King.” 

“We want peace and work.” 

“The Germang must get out of 
Italy.” 

Cardinal Maglione, Papal Secre-

Italy’s Position “Fluid.”

There was little news of disturb- 
ances in Italy, but reports from 
frontier towns said that half-hour 
strikes were continuing in Milan 
and in other industrial cities in 
Northern Italy as a protest against 
the Government’s insistence that 
the war must be continuéd. Lead- 
ers of this inactivity said it would 
continue until steps are taken to 
remove Italy from the war, these 
reports stated. 

Another development reported 
from Rome today was establish- 
ment of a commission to investi- 
gate the riches that Fascist office- 
holders were reported to have ac- 
quired during the reign of Fascism. 
Fortunes irregularly obtained, it 
was said, will be confiscated. 

The possibility was seen that one 
of the hardest hit may be Galeaz- 
zo Ciano, Benito Mussolini’s son- 
in-law and former Foreign Minis- 
ter. Ciano reputedly is one of the 
richest men in Italy, having built 
up a huge personal fortune through 
real estate manipulations and other 
deals while he was in office. 


PLEA FOR NEUTRAL

German Line Threatened.

He added that the amounts of 
gasoline to be apportioned in the 
various localities had not yet been 
determined. 

Just before close of the meeting 
Ickes announced he planned to ap- 
peal to the Board of Economic 
Stabilization from refusal -by the 
Office of Price Administration to 
increase the price of crude oil 35 
cents a barrel to provide an in- 
centive for greater production. 

In response to an inquiry, Ickes 
said he did not wish to commit 
himself on the question of whether 
favorable action on his appeal 
would obviate the proposed cuts 
in gasoline allowances. 

Ickes appeared to defend his 
announced intention of cutting 
gasoline in the midcontinent area, 
where motor fuel has been distrib- 
uted more liberally than in the 
East. The more than 200 persons 
present gave the administrator a 
rather cool reception, and there 
was slight applause when he arose 
to speak. 

Deputy Explains Equalization. 

Ralph K. Davies, Deputy Petrol- 
eum Administrator, following Ickes 
on the program, explained that 
the equalization of gasoline distri- 
bution does not mean that “the 
motorist in New York will get ex- 
actly the same amount of gasoline 
as the motorist in New Mexico.” 

He said equalization means 
“equalization of supply,” and that 
the gasoline available for civilian 
consumption would be distributed 
equally throughout the nation. Au- 
thorities in each locality, he said, 
probably will determine how much 
gasoline the motorist will get for 
the various type of ration coupons, 

Clark Urges Delay in Cuts. 

United States Senator Bennett 
Cc. Clark of St. Louis, who came 
here from hearings in Kansas City, 
Mo., of a special Senate committee 
on gasoline supply, urged that no 
cuts in allotments be ordered until 
exhaustive studies of the trans- 
portation situation could be made. 

He ascribed gasoline shortages 
to inefficiency of the Government, 
operating through a multiplicity 
of alphabetical agencies, and said 
that when Congress reconvened 
he would introduce a bill to trans- 
fer gasoline price contro) and ra- 
tioning to the Petroleum Admin- 
istration. 

The Missouri Senator asserted 
that if gasoline rations in the Mid- 
west were cut to less than three 
gallons a coupon, it would mean 
“paralysis of transportation” and 
“disaster to the whole military ef- 
fort may ensue.” 

Ickes first assured the meeting: 
“Farmers will be treated on an 
equal basis with the Army and 
Navy in the matter of gasoline, 
Farmers will be able to get suffi- 
cient gasoline so that they will not 
be hampered in producing food.” 

Lists Reasons for Cut. 

Ickes listed four points on “why 
gasoline consumption in the Mid- 
die West and the Southwest will 
have to be curtailed,” as follows: 

“1. War requirements for crude 
oil are enormous and increasing 
steadily.

Stimson said approximately i100 
gliders of the type that crashed 
here had been grounded. Ralph 
Burton, counsel .for the House 
Military Affairs Committee, which 
is looking into the Army’s wooden 
aircraft program, had said he un- 
derstood the grounding order 
would stand until completion of an 
investigation to determine whether 
structural defects said to” have 
caused the accident here existed fn 
other wooden gliders. Three in- 
vestigators for the committee are 
in St. Louis to make a report on 
the accident. 

The letter from the Robertson 
company employe was sent to Lt.

The writer, Albert H. Wick, in- 
closed a photograph clipped from 
the Post-Dispatch, stating that “it 
told the story.”

View Represents “Guesses.” 

Seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today, Wick was hesitant about 
discussing his letter in view of a 
report by an ‘investigator for a 
special Senate committee, who ex- 
pressed the opinion a faulty strut 
fitting caused the crash. He said 
his letter was based on “guess 
and suppositions.” 

His letter, expressing the opin- 
ion that the Robertson company 
was not blameworthy, said he had 
concluded that the fault was in 
glued wing joints, which might 
have caused a collapse of cross 
braces between wing ribs. 


When the glider tow cable was 
released, he conjectured, a sudden 
strain may have snapped the 
glued joints, causing wing ribs to 
fall out of line. 

This, his letter continued, would 
have been enough to pull the lower 


anchorage of the wing strut loose’ 


from the glider floor connection, 
either through a snapped bolt or 
the ring of the wing strut.

Reports to the Office of Price 
Administration of several retail 
Sales of beef tenderloin in St. 
Louis prompted Ronald J. Foulis, 
chief district price attorney, to 
issue a warning today that the 
retail sale of beef tenderloin is not 
permitted by OPA meat regula- 
tions. There will be no prosecu- 
tions until meat dealers and cus- 
tomers are familiarized with the 
restriction, he added. 

“The official OPA price list for 
beef, veal, lamb and mutton must 
be posted prominently in all retail 
stores,” Foulis said, “and only 
those cuts of meat listed may be 
sold to the consumer. Beef tender- 
loin is not on the list, so it may 
not be sold by retailers, although 
it may be sold at the wholesale 
level to hotels, restaurants and pur- 
veyors of food.”

The strike is in protest over the 
company’s delay in signing a con- 
tract recently approved by the War 
Labor Board and also against a 
WLB decision which disallowed a 
wage increase sought by the union, 
said Schilling. 

A. J. Mummert, vice-president in 
charge of production at thé com- 
pany, terming the strike “a very 
definite violation of the union’s no- 
strike agreement and the Smith- 
Connally Act,” asserted he could 
see no cause for the union to com- 
plain against the company, 

“The union, itself,” he continued, 
“has caused the delay in signing 
a new contract. The WLB handed 
down a decision early in July, but 
they didn’t like the wage section, 
so they appealed. We're willing 
to sign a contract minus the items 
now on appeal.” 

Strikers met at Big Club Hall, 
Shaw and Marconi streets, last 
night, but did not vote to return 
to work today when union leaders 
said they had failed to meet with 
company officials yesterday. De- 
tails of the meeting scheduled for 
today will be presented at another 
meeting of the strikers tonight, 

Mummert denied a union charge 
the company is “stalling” regard- 
ing integration of 27 maintenance 
men employed at the two plants 
affected. “This request was thrown 
out by the WLB,” he said, “be- 
cause it would give these men, 
salaried workers, unfair benefits 
over houriy paid workers.

UMW WINS FIRST 


TEST VOTE UNDER 


ANIISTRIKE LAW 


Majority at Allis-Chalmers 
Favors Strike but No 
Immediate Stoppage Is 
Expected. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. .5 
(AP).—No immediate work stop- 
page in two Springfield war plants 
was anticipated, labor leaders said 
today, despite a vote by a ma- 


jority of employes in favor of a 
strike in the nation’s first election 
under the new antistrike law. 

More than 1800 employes of two 
Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing Co. 
plants balloted yesterday in the se- 
cret election held by the National 
Labor Relations Board under pro- 
visions of the recently enacted 
Smith-Connally law designed to 
forestall strikes, 

The NLRB announced that 1850 
of the 2200 employes eligible to vote 
cast ballots, 1005 in favor of a 
strike and 836 against. Nine bal- 
lots were voided. 

The election climaxed a dispute 
between District 50 of John L. 
Lewis’ United Mine Workers and 
the CIO United Farm Equipment 
and Metal Workers of America as 
to which union had jurisdiction 
over the maintenance and produc- 
tion workers at the two plants. 

Had Threatened to Strike. 

UMW officials had threatened to 
strike unless the collective bar- 
gaining controversy were settled. 

Previously, the NLRB had dis- 
missed a District 50 challenge of 
NLRB certification of the Farm 
Equipment Workers Union as bar- 
gaining agency at the plants until 
April 15, 1944. 

Asserting that the vote was a 
“repudiation of the NLRB’s denial 
of our petition for election,” Hugh 
White, regional director of District 


diate strike.” He added, however,

If the demand is refused, White 
said, “then it’s up to the workers.” 

John E. Shaffer of South Bend, 
Ind., vice-president of the 
UFEMWA, told reporters “T still 
don't believe they want to strike.

The question on the ballots on 
which the workers voted read: 
“Do you wish to permit an inter- 
ruption of war production in war- 
time as a result of this dispute?” 
UMW officials protested to the 
NLRB against inclusion of the 
phrase “in wartime.” 

In Milwaukee, Lee H. Hill, vice- 
president in charge of industrial 
relations for Allis Chalmers, said 
“it must be borne in mind this is 
not a dispute between the com- 
pany and its employes, ... After 
the NLRB had conducted an elec- 
tion, which was won by the CIO 
union, we negotiated a contract 
with that union in accordance 
with the terms of the law. 

“The company today still stands 
ready to bargain collectively with 
any agency designated by the Gov- 
ernment. Our only desire is to 
continue production on vital war 
material without interruption.”

Daniel related that Leroy came 
to his home about 6 p. m., and 
that they talked about hunting, 
fishing and guns.

ATTACK CORE OF 
MUNDA DEFENSES 


Fight Japs at Close Quar- 
ters After Pushing to 
Center of East - West 
Air Strip Along Its 
South Fringe. 


By C. YATES McDANIEL 

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Aug. 5 (AP).—United States infan- 
trymen fought at close grips today 
with Japanese on the sotthern 
fringe of the Munda airfield op- 
posite its center after breaking 
through a long, covered trench 
which had barred the way to the 
core of the enemy defense system. 

The battle for possession of the 
New Georgia Island air strip, 
which long since has ceased to 
serve Japanese planes, but which 
in American hands would pose an 
aerial threat at enemy bases in 
the northern Solomons and New 
Britain, was a slow-moving and 
violent one. 

The jungle-fringed airdrome runs 
roughly east and west. The in- 
fantrymen now near its center 
came in from the east along the 
coast. Across the strip from them 
and about a mile north of the air- 
drome, other Americans strove to 
drive the Japanese from the west- 
ern slope of Bibolo Hill prepara- 
fory to moving against the field. 

(A naval spokesman at South 
Pacific headquarters of Adm. Wil- 
liam F. Halsey Jr. said that cap- 
ture of Bibolo and Kokengolo 
Hills, strongpoints guarding the 
approach to Munda from the north- 
west, was expected momentarily. 
He added that a drive past these 
positions would put the American 
forces on the seacoast behind Jap- 
anese lines, thus pinning the de- 
fenders within a small area and 
cutting off all routes of escape.) 

Along the coast on the western 
end of the field, many of the Japa- 
mese were flushed from their fox- 
holes into the nearby reef-studded 
waters by swarms of fighter-es- 
corted bombers which dropped 45 
tons of high explosives Wednes- 
day. 

Navy Corsair fighters saw to it 
that no aid for the Munda garri- 
gon should be forthcoming from 
the north. They tore into the en- 
emy base on Shortland Island be- 
low Bougainville, destroying seven 
float planes, three barges and a 
small cargo ship. 

The Japanese air force, which 
lost 345 planes trying to stem the 
Solomons offensive during the first 
month, starting June 30, sent 18 
Zeros against American positions 
on Rendova Island, below Munda. 
Thirteen Zeros were shot down. 
The Americans lost two. Rendova 
is the island from which our artil- 
lery has shelled Munda since the 
opening day of the current opera- 
tions. 

The ground battle for Munda, a 
yard-by-yard struggle, has become 
a bitter, bloody job for flame- 
throwers, small arms and hand-to- 
hand fighters. Two days ago, the 
United States infantrymen moving 
along the east coast were some 700 
yards from the air strip. The fol- 
lowing day they were at the east- 
ern edge of the field. Now they 
have reached a point opposite the 
center on the south. 

On New Guinea, where the Allied 
objective is Salamaua, sharp fight- 
ing was reported in progress five 
miles south of that enemy air 
base. Today's communique said 
“forward ground elements” were 
involved, indicating skirmishing. 
Allied attack planes and bombers 
were active in the Salamaua 5sec- 
tor.

Carrying a registration card un- 
der the name “Michael Lasnovitch” 
and giving a Northern Ontario ad- 
dress, Krug was wearing a navy 
blue peaked cap, khaki trousers

I can state that a load of 25,000 
to 30,000 tons of bombs have been 
set by Allied Bomber Chiefs Sir 
Arthur Harris of the Royal Air 
Force and Maj. Gen. Ira C. Eaker 
of the United States Army Air 
Forces as the suitable amount to 
destroy the German capital, if de- 
livered within a brief, concentrated 
period of days. This estimate is 
based on results achieved by Brit- 
ish-American bomber fleets 
through dropping 10,000 tons on 
Hamburg. 

It is believed the Berlin air at- 
tack is being planned accordingly 
as longer nights will enable oper- 
ations to be launched by our air 
forces. 


U-Boats Checked. 

Intimation of U-boat failure 
comes from U-boat Headquarters 
Spokesman Heinrich Schweich, 
who said in a broadcast last night: 
“Enemy defense in the Atlantic 
has got the better of us, though 
this superiority is temporary.” 
Schweich then went on to explain 
that Germans are working round 
the clock in laboratories, work- 
shops and bases trying to speed 
up new measures to overcome 
Allied superiority.

ELDOM have capitalistic circles met 
S a greater challenge than that, which 
is presented in Hewlett Johnson's book, 
“The Soviet Power.” In this book a (5- 
cent) abridged copy is also for sale), the 
author, the Dean of -Canterbury, de- 
scribes how under Russia’s Socialist 
regime Lenin, the dreamer, welcomed 
Prof. Ramsey’s ideas about the gasifica- 
tion of coal as that coal lies unhewn in 
the seams of the earth. 

Ramsey had advanced these ideas in 
England about 1881, but he was a lone 
scientist then and the coal seams! were 
in private ownership. Practical tests re- 
quired large expenditures of money, suc- 
cess was uncertain and the owners would 
not take the risk. The Government was 
apathetic. So it remained for a Socialist 
country to bring to a reality the dream 
which meant exchanging the damp dark 
of a coal pit for a clean light laboratory 
worthy of man’s labor. 

There will be no need for a Louis Un- 
termeyer in Russia to write as he did 
in America 25 years ago: 

“God, you don’t know what it’s like— 

You in your well-lighted sky,” 
and all the rest of that moving poem, 
“Caliban of the Coal Mines.” 

Today, we in a country which calls 
itself the greatest on earth, still find 
many who censure the miner because 
he wants a bit of that well-lighted sky, 
a chance for his children to enjoy a 
good American standard of living and 
uses, perforce, his one way to try to 
obtain these  privileges—the _ strike. 
While we all deplore strikes, surely we 
should deplore far more the miserable 
situation which makes the strikes in- 
evitable. 

Most Americans want to believe in 
private initiative, in free enterprise, in 
the right of every man to sit under his 
own fig tree unmolested. But when the 
fig trees seem. to be the possession of a 
limited few (at least, all the very pro- 
ductive fig trees), we are reminded of 
that famous line Lewis Carroll caused 
the Duchess to remark to Alice, “the 
moral of that is, the more there is of 
mine, the less there is of yours.” 

Indeed, there is much in the Dean’s 
book to challenge to its very depth our 
American way of:thought. But we can 
meet the challenge if we will, 
it will require some clear thinking, some 
unselfish action. We will have to recap- 
ture the ideals of men like Jefferson, 
ideals of due humility, service and love 
for our fellow-men. Yes, the self-same 
ideals so exemplified by Jesus Himself 
almost 2000 years ago which have been 
80 slowly seeping into the consciousness 
of man since that time. In our day, we 
can put these ideals together, if we will, 
and get the word co-operation. Yes, if 
we will, we can emerge from our age 
of selfishness into the age of co-opera- 
tion for the good of all.

LEWIS ATTACKS A CONTRACT. 

Obfuscation has been made a fine art of labor 
unionism by John L. Lewis’ UMW in its attack 
upon the CIO’s contract with the Allis-Chalmers 
Manufacturing Co.’s two plants at Springfield, 
Ill, At Lewis’ instance, a strike election has been 
called under the terms of the Smith-Connally Anti- 
strike Law, and some 2200 workers have voted on 
the question: “Do you wish to permit an interrup- 
tion of war production in wartime as a result of 
this dispute?” By a ballot of 1005 to 836, the work- 
ers have voted Yes. 

How an American workman could so vote must 
be a puzzle and a disappointment to literally mil- 
lions of other Americans, ag well as to the plain 
people of our allies, all over the world, who look 
first to the United States for the materials of war. 
It is undoubtedly true that the majority of workers 
in this country are behind the proposition that either 
prices must be rolled back or wages must be! rolled 
forward—and that they are ready and willing to 
strike to make that proposition rule. But it is also 
evident that, in the Allis-Chalmers election, the 
Connally-Smith law is being wrongfully used as a 
legalistic tactic to further a jurisdictional dispute 
and to break down a contract. 

The CIO union in the Allis-Chalmers plants at 
Springfield won an election in June, 1942, to be- 
come the bargaining agent there. As a consequence, 
the company and the CIO union signed a contract, 
which is in force. Mr.*Lewis and his UMW now 
seek to use the anti-strike law as a means of giving 
the color of legality to the authorization of a 
strike which should never have been authorized for 
the simple reason that, if called, it would be a strike 
to set aside a legal election conducted by the NLRB* 
and a legal contract signed in consequence. 

In other words, Mr. Lewis is here engaged in the 
very dubious business of playing off one law against 
the other, just as in the recent soft-coa? crisis he 
attempted to play off one agency of Government 
against the other. “Divide and conquer” is a slogan 
not exclusive to the Nazi dictator, It is a guiding 
principle also of the home-grown dictator who con- 
tinues to keep American labor in ferment. 

It does not matter that the UMW says there will 
be no immediate strike, that the strike vote is 
frankly presented as an intended means of forcing 
NLRB to hold another election. These are still 
dangerous tactics. A contract between the CIO union 
and Allis-Chalmers exists, and will continue to exist 
until April 15, 1944. Mr. Lewis’ devious maneuver- 
ings are essentially an attack upon that contract. 

If he were allowed to set aside the contract, if 
he were allowed to call a strike to that purpose, 
the whole relationship of employers and employes 
in this country, regardless of contract, would be- 
come chaotic, and the chaos would be the opportu- 
nity from which a labor leader, provided he were 
not too much beset by scruples, might pluck almost 
any power he chose. | 
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DO YOU FEEL GUILTY SOMETIMES? 

Two women thought up 239 questions—in itself no 
mean feat, since most persons would become drowsy 
long before reaching that point—and the questions 
have been put to applicants for jobs in an unidenti- 
fied Government agency. The idea was to find out 
whether the personalities were all they should be. 

“Do you,” asked the questionnaire, “often tell 
funny stories or say funny things? Do you enjoy 
being with members of the opposite sex? Do you 
sometimes suffer from a guilty feeling without 
knowing why? Do people with lots of money scare 
you?” 

The Civil Service has not approved the questions, 
possibly because “Yes” and “No” would both be very 
good answers. If suggestions for better questions 
are in order, the following may be found serviceable: 

“Do you beat your wife? Are you sometimes 
seized with an uncontrollable desire to cook up a 
questionnaire? Does your wife beat. you?” 

If the answer to any of these questions is “Yes,” 
the applicant should be rejected, the public interest 
requiring it. 


A JOB TO COME BACK TO. 

The assertion by Frank P. Fenton, national direc- 
tor of organization of the AFL, that hundreds of 
veterans returning to civilian life are being denied 
their old jobs, suggests that the time for setting 
up the organization to protect the interests of re- 
turning soldiers is right now. 

Mr. Fenton. points. out that the Selective Service 
Act only directs employers to give returning sol- 
diers their old jobs back, and does not compel them 
to do so. It is doubtful, however, that compulsory 
legislation would solve the problem. Probably the 
vast majority of employers want to do the right 
thing about the men coming home. But good in- 
tentions will be no more adequate than compulsory 
laws. It is going to take more than that. 

It will take organization. At this stage of the 
game, it seems likely that there shonld be in every 
community a volunteer, unpaid board of citizens, 
people with the respect and trust of their fellow- 
citizens, forming an organization to which the job- 


less ex-soldier can turn and through which public 


opinion can make itself effective. 

Whatever form of organization is decided upon, 
the agency should be at the veteran's very elbow, 
and should. be able to act without reference to a 
bushel-basketful of Washington procedures and reg- 
ulations, It is also essential that this service should 
be made available as soon as humanly possible. 

There is a temptation to suppose that the prob- 
lem will wait until the big mustering-out comes. It 
will not. The problem is upon us whenever there 
is a single returning soldier who cannot find a job. 
In simple justice, we want to prevent the. wrong 
instead of waiting to correct it after it occurs. For 
the assurance of the millions who have yet to come 
home, we want the reception of the first to return 
to be a model of fair play. 
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MEN, WOMEN AND LUNCHEONS. 

Men are better than women 2 to 1 when it comes 
to selecting nutritious luncheons, the Red Cross re- 
ports after peering into thousands of cafeteria trays. 
Men go in more for milk and milk foods, vegetables, 
fruits and meats. 

While the Red Cross didn’t say so, they also go 
in more for breads, cereals, tea, coffee, milk, beer, 
fish, poultry, butter and eggs. In short, they go 
in more for food. 

It is a, well-known fact that women will not cook 
just for themselves. Left alone in a house, they 
nibble left-overs. In time, they would probably 
starve if the men folks did not return with whop- 
ping big appetites for food with some warmth and 
juice in it. 

Lunching out, they are prone to select stuff that 
can be picked at: frilly cold salads; stuffed olives 
than can be popped into the mouth without slowing

up the conversation any more than if they were so | 


many semicolons; thin slices of-bread. The ensemble 
ig not exactly food, but more like an unverified 
rumor of it. 

Men like food they can dive into. They like to 
make a business of it.’ Their idea of a land flowing 
with milk and honey is one where every meal is 
dinner. 

The Red Cross needn’t have gone to any trouble 
to find that out. It could have just asked anybody. 
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OREL FALLS, AND CATANIA. 
Today's picture of the European battle zones shows 
the Axis reeling from what, is known in pugilistic 
parlance as “the old one-two punch.” 


A smashing wallop has been administered on the — 


Eastern front with the Red Army’s capture of Orel, 
followed up with lightning speed by a hard jolt in 
Sicily, where Catania has been taken by the British. 
Either of these tough blows alone would be a severe 


one, for Axis hopes to take. Delivered together, they | 


are more than doubly damaging. 

Both Orel and Catania were strong points in which 
the Nazis had made heavy investments of men and 
materiel. Each had made a stubborn resistance 
that held up the besiegers for prolonged periods. 

While the Allied forces were engulfing other parts 
of Sicily in record time, the German defenders of 
Catania had blocked the British advance for more 
than three weeks, and the American-Canadian en- 
circling movement from the west had begun to 
seem the only way of reducing the powerful fortress. 

Orel was a highly important Nazi salient project- 
ing far out jnto Russian territory. It was, in fact, 
the hinge of the whole long German line. While 
Orel was in Nazi hands, it gravely menaced the 
Russians. When the Red Army not only pushed 
back the German drive: but started a counterdrive 
of its own, Orel was vigorously defended, and its 
fall endangers other strong points on the German 
line. 

Now the Nazis are getting a real taste of two- 
front war. Now they have the loss of two impor- 
tant key posts to explain to their people. The 
workings of a gigantic pincers: movement, designed 
to squeeze in from east and south and ultimately 
to push into the domestic German stronghold, are 
now becoming visible. 
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CHICKEN A LA KINGPIN. 

The Shoreham, one of Washington’s most fashion- 
able hotels, has taken over an adjoining building 
which has been used as a drama studio, and has 
converted the basement into a chicken coop for 
4000 biddies, If anyone is surprised, it is certainly 
no one who has recently fared forth to buy a fowl 
for the table. 

If thé present trend —— it won’t be long 
before a chicken will be one of the most dramatic 
articles extant. A lady of elegance who wishes to 
make an entrance will not descend a winding stair- 
case with one hand delicately touching the rail. She 
will come on bearing a platter of fried chicken. 

The Shoreham might as well do the right thing 
by its fuzzy little yellow dabs of chickendom, There 
might have been a time when the basement of a 
drama studio would have been good enough for 
them. Now their proper place is on the stage itself, 
with several thousand foot-candles of limelight— 
and do you have any old fanfares kicking around 
down there in the orchestra pit, professor? 
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A thief gave back $1053 stolen from a hotel bus- 


boy. War contractors, however, continue to stand 
on their constitutional rights and don’t give it back 
till they’re made to. 
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THE PARTY “AND THE IDEA. 

Despite the fact that King Victor Emmanuel and 
Marshal Badoglio wore it for 20 years, it is most 
unlikely that the black shirt of Fascism is to be 
seen anywhere in Italy today, not even in the Ger- 
man-garrisoned industrial cities of the north. 

The official Fascist party apparently has been 
repudiated with its leader, the ranting Mussolini. 
However, this is a time when the democracies of 
the world should be on guard against the assump- 
tion that a change of shirts necessarily betokens a 
change of heart. The Italian underground has 
already issued such a-warning. 

The forces which sought to preserve themselves 
by a resort ‘to totalitarianism—whether it was of 
the Italian Fascist or the German. Nazi variety— 
are as real as they ever were. There still exists— 
and not in Italy alone—the old urge of the few to 
dominate the many through the employment of coer- 


‘cive military, political, economic and social force. 


This is a time, too, for recalling the notable speech 
several months ago by Sir Stafford Cripps. That 
was a solemn warning that, in the process of van- 
quishing Fascist and Nazi totalitarians, we, the vic- 
tors, are exposed to the danger of falling into a 
totalitarian pattern. 

This is a time for clear distinction between the 
spoken word and the secret intent, between real pol- 
icy and its outward trappings. This is a time for 
recognizing totalitarianism wherever we may find 
it and by whatever name, This is a time for recog- 
nizing the motivating idea as well as the official 


party.

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RED TAPE AND THE CHARWOMEN. 

With commendable discretion and initiative, the 
United State Treasury took steps today to prevent 
some 80 Government employes of very modest means 
from being made to suffer for someone else’s mis- 
take. 

It was recently discovered that these employes, 
charwomen at the Bureau of Printing and Engrav- 
ing, had been overpaid 13 cents an hour for the past 
12 months. The office of the Comptroller General, 
in accordance with the narrowest and least ingeni- 
ous practices of Washingtonia, ruled that the women 
would have to repay the overpayment. 

The money had been spent, and the charwomen, 
already struggling with rising costs of living, were 
asked to return amounts up to $100, which could 
only be done at the sacrifice of present necessities. 

The Treasury, in calling off the mistake, has acted 
as if a Government, no less than an individual, 
sometimes needs to exercise alittle common sense. 
It will be fine if Government will act that way a 
lot oftener.

When You Say “Bureaucrat,” Think 


of 


Word is getting too strong.a hold on us as a sweeping term of 
condemnation, says writer; cites case of Frank Banks, chief engineer 
at Grand Coulee Dam, who spurns -high pay in private industry; 
Federal service has many devoted men, interested only in the job.

HE word “bureaucrat” is getting too 
T strong a hold on us. It is being used 

too sweepingly. It threatens to distort 
our values and confuse our judgments. 


I suppose Frank Banks is a bureaucrat. 
Ever hear of Frank Banks? No? Well, that 
is probably just because he is a bureaucrat. 
If he worked for anybody but Uncle Sam, 
he would be famous. 


Frank Banks comes from Maine. You 
know it the second sentence he speaks. I 
met him a couple of years ago out at Grand 
Coulee Dam. He struck me then as one 
of the possibly great Americans. I am re- 
minded of him by the forthright speech 
Harold L. Ickes made the other day in 
New York. 

Frank Banks is the “bureaucrat,” if you 
want to call him that, who, under a “bu- 
reaucratic administration,” ‘set up Grand 
Coulee Dam, the greatest structure, it is 
declared, ever built by the hand of man. 
As chief engineer of this imposing enter- 
prise, he got $7500 a year. He got it when 
he started the job in 1933. He gets it to- 
day. It is the top salary the Government 
gives in this grade. 

For the same job, a private utility would 
probably pay Mr. Banks $100,000. But there 
would be this difference: Mr. Banks would 


get more money, but he probably wouldn’t 


have such tremendous things to do. 


Job is the Big Thing. 


There is a curious breed of men, not, 


necessarily confined to Government service 
but often found among that very group 
referred to as “bureaucrats,” who are not 
so much interested in money as in the work 
they are doing. Money? Oh, it’s important. 
But the job; that is the thing that really 
matters! 

These men, with their curious outlook on 
life, are found in colleges and schools, and 
in churches and in libraries and in private 
business, and everywhere. They are out 
building dams, some of them. They have a 
singular strength and power arising, may- 
be, out of their quaint outlook. They are 
often modest fellows, but with vision and 
imagination. 

Sometimes they have an inverted engi- 
neer’s poetry, expressed in pure curves of 
steel and cement, and the knowledge of 
hidden strains and stresses justly balanced. 


“When we damn the bureaucrats,” said 
Mr, Ickes in his recent address, “we ought 
to take into account this (wage) differen- 
tial, and count it as of some credit to the 
Government employe that, for the satis- 
faction if serving his country, he is willing 
to accept remuneration that another would 
scorn.” 


They tell me that the Russians know and 
honor the names of the engineers who build 
their great dams, and that they are house- 
hold words. We don’t go in so much for 
that sort of thing, perhaps because we are 
so busy using the word “bureaucrat.” 


But a hundred years from now, the stran- 
ger will ask who built the awe-inspiring 
poem in cement at Grand Coulee, and the 
guide will,say, “Frank Banks and John 
Savage,” the designer. And for all I know, 
their names will be on it a thousand years 
from now; it looks as indestructible as the 
pyramids in that desert air and a million 
times more useful. 


Ickes Offers a Bribe. 


Well, to end the story, this Yankee, this 
Frank Banks, was summoned by Mr, Ickes 
to Washington. The “curmudgeon” values 
men like this. The Government desperate- 
ly needed an administrator, he explained, 
for Bonneville, the completed dam and pow- 
er installation farther down the river. Ickes 
offered Banks the job. He bribed him: It 
would be an easier and higher-ranking task 
than Grand Coulee—and pay $10,000. 


Did Mr. Banks spring for that extra 
$2500? You know the answer! He pro- 
tested with all his might, with every bit of 
Maine in his voice growing stronger and 
stronger. He wanted to finish the history- 
making structure he was on. And he did 
stay on it, too, though temporarily taking 
over administration of the other task, too, 
until the Government could find somebody 
else. 

Next time you think of “bureaucrat,” you 
might give a thought to Frank Banks, too. 
The word deserves some qualification, Mr. 
Banks is not alone. No one can live in 
Washington without having personal con- 
tact, many times, with quiet, unassuming, 
competent men, evidently well able to earn 
higher salaries elsewhere, who are thinking 
of rewards not found alone in pay en- 


velopes.

Poets of the Bitter Years — 
Assembled in an Anthology 


‘“‘American Decade,”’ an Anthology of Poems; Edited 
by Tom Boggs. (Cummington Press, Cummingtea, 
Mass.) : ; 

HE decade referred to in the title of 
this anthology of .68 poems by 33 Amer- 
ican writers is.the third decade of the 
present century. Those days, according to 
most of the poets represented, weren't 
exactly “the good old days” that tall-story 
tellers traditionally have loved to get ex- 
pansive and loving-like on. Actually, they 
were the “pot-luck days,” feast-or-famine 
stuff. But the poets, for all the bitter 
ness that underlies much of their con 
tributions, are loving and expansive enough, 
They take chat time and that feast and, 
not overlooking the war that followed the 
end of that decade as inevitably as abdom- 

inal and psychic disturbances follow a 

diet strictly not what a responsible doctor 

would prescribe, they make of it a pean 
to the native and flesh-of-my-flesh land. 

The smaliness of the belly-girths of that 
day was like the smallness of belly-girths 
in no other time. The hungers through 
which, into which and in spite of which 
people blundered were like unto no other 
hungers. Their demands and their dreams 
were bigger than any others. 
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The truth behind the strange nostalgias 
one finds in this rather remarkable vol- 
ume (remarkable because in it there are 
at least four or five memorable poems 
likely to last some time, and because there 
aren’t actually any in it at all 
that make indifferent reading) is that 
most of the poets represented in it were 
young then. - 

Literally speaking, they grew up in a 
tradition where you developed —— the 
grain, upstream, against the tide. Some 
of the poets continue to develop. Many of 
the poets are older now, more comfortable. 
But full dinner pails, if you grew up with 
hunger and social redress as a creed, can 
make poor fishing ponds for metric pearis. 

Particularly notable to this reviewer 
were “Who's Most Afraid of Death? Thou,” 
by E. E. Cummings; “Agent No, 174 Re-. 
signs,” by Kenneth Fearing; “The Sailor,” 
by Horace Gregory; “There Are Words 
Like Freedom,” by Langston Hughes; “The 
Strolling Girls,” by Thomas Duncan, and, 
by Karl Jay Shapiro, “Satire: —— 
and “Poet.” 
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In reviewing a volume with as many 
quotable lines as, say, there were varieties 
of four-course meals of a fashion for: ex- 
actly 15 cents in hop-joints of the depres- 
sion, it is proper, for flavor’s sake, to end 
with a quotation. Here’s one from “Be- 
ware,” a Fearing poem: 

Be careful of doorbeils, be cautious of telephones, 
watch out for genial strangers and for ancient 
friends; 

Beware of dotted lines and mellow cocktails; don’t 
touch letters sent specifically to you; 

Beware, especially, of innocent remarks;

“I feel that I can’t be of any 
help to the Giants,” said Camilli, 
who is experiencing his poorest 
year at the plate. Two years ago 
he was voted the National League's 
most valuable player award and 
topped the circuit in home runs 
and runs batted in. This season 
he has hit only six homers and 
is batting under .250. 

Following Camilli’s conference, 
Allen talked for a few minutes 
with Ott and then said he would 
be in a New York uniform tomor- 
row when the Giants open a long 
home stand against the Phillies. 

Camilli told Ott that he was 
discouraged over his performance 
this year and that he had worried 
over his failure to snap out of his 
batting slump. 

“The fact the Giants are in last 
place had nothing to do with my 
decision,” said Camilli. “There was 
mo offer of more money and I 
didn't want any.” 

Camilli first declined to sign a 
Brooklyn contract last spring, 
stating he preferred to remain on 
his California farm. His Brook- 
lyn contract is believed to have 
called for $22,000. 

Dolph’s decision to retire from 
the game does not arfect the deal 
with the Dodgers, according to 
Ott. It only means that the 
Giants are out one player and 
the waiver price of $7500.

Football 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
Petitions may come and petitions 
May go, but the army has ruled 
@nce and for all the men it has 
placed in colleges are ineligible 
for varsity sports competition. 

A hope that the Army would re- 
Jent and permit its student-soldiers 
to play varsity football keeps find- 
ing expression in many quarters 
but officials said today “the ques- 
tion is not an open one.” 

Not open, they pointed out, 
Means -closed—closed by the flat 
“no” that for four months has been 
the official reply to the question: 


Will soldiers in the Army special- 
ized training program be permit- 
ted to engage in intercollegiate 
sports? 

Despite the petition submitted 
recently by 256 members of Con- 
gress headed by Rep. Samuel A. 
Weiss of Pennsylvania, officers 
gay there haa been no change in 
policy. Secretary of War Stimson 
and Under Secretary Patterson 
were not available for comment, 
but inquiries elsewhere made it 
more than evident that their sub- 
ordinates would be astonished if 
they changed the order. 

Army men, notably reticent, in- 
dicated nevertheless by guarded 
answers to persistent questions 
that: 

The reply of Under Secretary 
Patterson to Weiss left no doubt 
that the War Department was firm 
in its decision, and that the mat- 
ter was not open to reconsidera- 
tion. 

Despite the obvious feelings of 
athietic directors, the Army’s 
policy is approved by most of the 
educators with whom it has dealt 
and a change is not only unlikely, 
it's hardly even a hope. 

The Navy, much more liberal in 
its attitude on the subject, has 
an entirely different set of prob- 
Jems, and furthermore the policy 
announced last week end by Sec- 
retary Knox, placing new restric- 
tions on Navy participation in in- 
tercollegiate football, is taken as 
an indication that the Navy has 
found complete freedom in that re- 
gard not entirely to its liking. 

Basically, the Army’s attitude is 
that men assigned to colleges for 
intensive classroom work and su- 
pervised study have no time for 
varsity sports. On the average, 
the men have about six hours 
Jeisure a week. 

The Army expects the men to 
participate in sports but strictly 
of the intramural variety. Special 
allowances and freedom could not 
be granted to the minority who 
would be engaged in varsity sports.

Personal Property 
Taxes Involved—Many 


Expected to Pay Up. 


Notices that suits will be filed 
in Circuit Court for delinquent 
1941 personal property taxes are 
being mailed’ to some 35,000 indi- 
viduals, firms and organizations in 


an effort to collect approximately 
$650,000 in back taxes due the city, 
Collector Richard E. Gruner said 
today. 

Gruner said it was a matter of 
policy to file such suits at the end 
of two years as he considers this 
an effective way to get delinquents 
to pay. He expects many will now 
come in and pay, but would not do 
so if four or five years elapsed 
before suit was instituted. 

Included in those receiving no- 
tices are several labor unions who 
have failed to pay assessments 
levied for the first time in 1941. 
Last January, when 1941 personal 
property taxes became delinquent, 
24 unions owed $8926 on a total 
assessment of $318,590, in addition 
to penalties which now amount to 
10 per cent of the total owed. 
Under the law the penalty is 3 per 
cent for the first month and 1 per 
cent for each additional month the 
taxes are unpaid. 

There is now $4,567,730 in back 
personal taxes due the city, Gruner 
said. Of that amount, $3,755,051 is 
due for the period from .1932 
through 1941. Delinquent personal 
property taxes for 1942 total $812,- 
679, but much of this will be paid 
under the new bill passed recently 
by the Board of Aldermen, Gruner 
said. The new law requires that 
the preceding year’s personal prop- 
Hf be tax—in this case 1942—must 
Hj\ be paid beforé automobile license 
Or manufacturer’s or merchant’s 
license can be obtained. 


1200 BELLEVILLE PHONES OUT

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Industry All Out 
To Build Corsairs 


Goodyear, Brewster, and 600 Others 
Work With Chance Vought 
Making Navy Fighter 


. STRATFORD, Conn.—Not the butcher, 
nor the baker, nor the candlestick maker, but 
the baby carriage builder and the washing 
‘machine manufacturer and the cream sepa- 
rator maker—all are pitching in to help 
‘three airplane companies provide America’s 
fighting sons with the Navy’s F4U fighter 
iplane, the hard-hitting Vought Corsair. 

Two years ago, the Chance Vought Air- 
‘crait division of United Aircraft Corpora- 
‘tion was just bringing its new Corsair fighter 
design out of the experimental stage to meet 
the first orders being placed by the Navy. 
In light of what has, happened since, those 
first orders were small, With the aid of the 
few sub-contractors already associated with 
\Vought, it appeared probable that the division 
— handle the production itself. 

Then the program began to grow. Far 

more extensive facilities were required, This 
would mean spreading Vought management 
undesirably thin. Vought sought’ another 
_ solution. 
)- It determined to farm out as much of its 
work as possible, But regular aircraft sub- 
contractors were jammed up. New sources 
had to be developed. Today some 600 to 700 
subcontractors and vendors, a cross section 
of American industry, are hard at work sup- 
plying parts for the Corsair. 

A lar manufacturer of baby carriages 

is building ailerons, a cream separator fac- 
tory makes engine mounts, a washing ma- 
chine maker builds wing flaps, a linoleum 
firm makes tail surfaces and fuselage sec- 
tions, a can company makes cowlings and 
tail surfaces. 
\. About 35% of the work on a Vought-built 
Corsair is done here, 65% elsewhere. It is 
expected that ultimately it will be 20% here 
and 80% outside. 

Throughout, Vought has maintained a com- 
plete manufacturing setup which continues 
to turn out Corsair parts. Consequently 
Vought always has a potential alternate 
source of supply should an emergency arise. 

Navy Calls for More Corsairs 

The program expanded still further. Even 
the extensive sub-contracting plans were not 
sufficient. At the request of the United States 
Navy, Brewster Aeronautical Corporation, 
builder of the Buffalo fighter and Buccaneer 
and Bermuda dive bombers, agreed to build 
the Corsair fighter which Vought had de- 
veloped. First engineering drawings were 
sent to Brewster in September, 1941. 

_ Months went by. Pearl Harbor was a smok- 
ing ruin. More Corsairs would be needed than 
ever before. Existing airplane companies 
were already over-burdened. Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Company, Inc., had a’'subsidiary, 
Goodyear Aircraft Corporation, builder of 
the famous Goodyear blimps and also supplier 
of parts to other airplane companies. It was 
asked to build complete Corsairs as well. 
First engineering drawings went to Good- 
year in February, 1942. 

» A going airplane concern, Brewster al- 
ready had its sources of supply. The Corsair 
was just another airplane to the Brewster 
production engineers. Close liaison was main- 
tained with Vought but more for the pur- 
pose of familiarization with Vought methods 
and for contact to assure orderly develop- 
ment of the program than to learn how to 
build an airplane. ° 

Goodyear Starts from Scratch 

With Goodyear it was different. A new 
factory had to be erected, new sources of 
supplies arrangéd, workers hired and trained. 
In general, Goodyear has used the sub-con- 
tractors developed by Vought. While the new 
plant was going up, Vought helped to train 
the Goodyear engineers and workers. The 
Corsair was then in the early stages of pro- 
duction with its attendant difficulties but over 
a peried of six months Vought found time to 
absorb some 1,200 Goodyear people into its 
production setup for training. In Akron, 
these Vought-trained Goodyear workers be- 
came the nucleus for Goodyear’s Corsair di- 
Vision. 

Both companies maintain close ¢ontact with 
Vought. Ideas are exchanged, Help is given 

instantly when shortages develop or trouble 
arises. And today America is receiving the 
fruits of this cooperation among normal com- 
petitors in the form of fighting Corsairs. 

Up to the present the fighting has been 
done by Corsairs built by Vought. Now the

STRATFORD, Conn.—Unstinting trib- 
ute to the “men who keep ’em flying” from 
the air fields of the Southwest Pacific was 
paid by C. J. McCarthy, vice-president of 
the United Aircraft Corporation.

This called for greater blade 
area on the propellers to absorb the added 
horsepower in the rarified atmosphere, If not 
remedied, this condition was critical enough 
to make the added engine power useless. 

Since Fortress design will not give ade- 
quate clearance for a larger diameter pro- 
peller, Hamilton Standard engineers had to 
find another way to get the extra blade area. 
A wider paddle propeller was the answer. 

The new blade has given the vaunted 
Fortress outstandingly successful perform- 
ance at extreme altitudes, and has made the 
plane more dreaded than ever to America’s 
enemies. The paddle blade is being used to 
advantage on other planes, notably the Con- 
solidated Liberator.

ADVANCED AIR BASE IN TUNISIA 
—Two epics of the air were written within 
a week by that airline veteran, the Douglas 
DC-3. In Sicily it led the invasion with 
loads of paratroopers hours before sea- 
borne fighters smashed the coast. For the 
British it made aviation history towing a 
loaded glider for the first time across the 
Atlantic. 

Spearheading the Sicilian invasion, the 
Douglas transports dropped load after load 
of paratroopers and supplies behind enemy 
nerve centers—power plants, rail concentra- 
tions, and air fields. 

The Geronimo, one of the unarmed and 
unarmored Douglas transports, took a beating 
worse than average. An Axis shell smashed 
a four by six foot hole in the side, tore 
off the door and killed one trooper. Another 
hit carried away part of the left stabilizer. 

“The shock nearly spun the controls out of 
my hands,” the pilot said. His co-pilot re- 
ported that they had only half a plane left. 
Somehow that “half” kept flying; the Ger- 
onimo dropped its troops and got home safely, 

A flying colonel said after the action: 
“Give them half a chance and they will 
always bring you back.” 

Meanwhile another Douglas towed the first 
glider across the Atlantic. Twenty-eight hours 
after leaving Montreal, the glider floated to 
earth with a ton and a half of vaccines, 
radio and engirie parts.

First, I'd recommend the Bible, for 
it describes the spiritual evolution of mankind and has haa@ 
the greatest influence on civilization of any book ever written. 
Second, try one of Shakespeare’s plays, such as Julius Caesar 
er Othello, where Shakespeare shows his keen psychological 
insight. Third, read the following list of romantic narratives, 
many of which pertain to important historical periods: Scott's 
Ivanhoe; Cooper’s Last of the Mohicans; Dickens’ Tale of Two 
Cities, plus his immortal Christmas Carol; Twain’s Tom Sawygr 
and Stowe’s Uncle Tom’s Cabin. 
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FOR A GOOD BACKGROUND in American history and 
government, try Norton’s Constitution of the United States 
and Pettengill’s Jefferson, plus Van Doren’s Benjamin Frank- 
lin, and any complete account of Washington’s Farewell Ad- 
dress. Supplement these with any good book on Lincoln. Sand- 
burg has an excellent, though cumbersome, account. In the 
field of economics and political science, try Dag Kapital in an 
English edition by Karl Marx, but don’t stop thereafter till you 
have closely read Carl Snyder’s Capitalism, the Creator, plus 
Hawkins’ fascinating little book entitled Castaways of Plenty. 


Be sure to read Benjamin’s intriguing book entitled The Saber - 


Tooth Curriculum if you wish a pungent analysis. of modern 
educational institutions. Supplement it with my bulletin, “A 
Housecleaning in Education.”

HEN the victim of deafness 
first becomes aware of his 
condition, he goes through 
various psychological experiences. 
One of these is that he reads 
about hearing aids and even if 
he doesn’t like the i dea of wear- 
ing a device on his head, he hasn't 


the slighest doubt that he can 


find: one that will suit his case 
So and allgw him full hear- 


It ig when he gets it that his 
first disillusionment is likely to 
occur. I think it is too bad that 
the deafnesi victim pins so much 
hope on these hearing aids be- 
cause the final disappointment is 
proportionately hard to’ bear. . 

A study made by Drs. Senturia, 
Sitverman and Harrison in St. 
Louis took 30 patients with differ- 
ent forms of deafness and tried 
them on all known kinds of hear- 
ing aids. Seventeen did not hear 
any better, or so little better as to 
make the use of the instrument 
valueless.

IN EFFORTS MADE to relieve 
chronic deafness I am not over- 
looking the possibility of the 
operation devised a year or s0 
ago by Dr. Julius Lempert of New 
York. That has had a remark- 
able record of success in properly 
welected cases. But again it is not 
a cure-all for all kinds of deaf- 
‘ness, as the men who are doing 
the operation will be the first to 
tell you. 

Another experience that people 
who are becoming gradually deaf 
go through is that they think they 
are going to get better. They 
can’t believe it is going to happen 
to them. There must be a cure 
somewhere, in this modern age of 
miracles. It is, of course, on the 
surface a shame to take the hope 
away from them. 

But it is kindness in the long 
run, because they miss the golden 
opportunity of learning the one 
thing that will be the greatest 
comfort to them in the future—lip 
reading. They stand a much better 
cRance to learn it while they still 
have some hearing left, but how 
many of them that you know even 
tried? 


TO GO BACK TO hearing aids— 
it was found at the Central Insti- 
tute for the Deaf in St, Louis that 
different aids might prove best, for 


. different people. In other words, 


there is no one kind of hearing aid 
that is “best.” The kinds of deaf- 
ness were classified as three: (1) 
middle ear, or conduction deaf- 
ness; this is the most numerous 
group; the deafness is due to 
slowly growing adhesions in the 
middle ear which prevent the 
movements of the ear drum get- 
ting to the nerve of hearing; (2) 
nerve deafness in which the nerve 
, of the organ of hearing slowly de- 
generates, and (3) mixed forma, 

The first type is the most favor- 
able for hearing aids, the second 
the least.

N 1941, one of the changes in

East, of course, was trapping 
when he passed over the opening 
heart bid, and he sprung the trap 
on the next round. West co-oper- 
ated by making the correct pen- 
alty pass to East's double. 

The defense left nothing to be 
desired. West opened his fourth 
best spade. The queen went to 
East’s ace and on the spade deuce 
return—dummy’s’ king . was 
knocked out. Declarer then led 
the diamond queen from dummy; 
East went up with the ace and 
two more spade tricks were cashed 
by the defenders, ending with East. 
The latter now laid down the heart 
ace, but even though West indi- 
cated possession of the king by 
playing the nine-spot, East, not 
wanting to establish a heart in 
dummy, shifted to diamonds. The 
jack won and declarer hopefully 
led the last diamond to his own 
king, but West’s ten-spot stopped 
the suit and declarer had to look 
elsewhere for tricks. For want 
of something better to do, he led 
a heart toward dummy. West put 
up the king and eashed the dia- 
mond ten, then shifted to a club. 
Obviously the club ace was de- 
clarer’s last trick, and he had 
taken, in all, only one spade, two 
diamonds and one club for a 800- 
point penalty. 

In my implied approval of the 
East-West bidding and defense, I 
have not‘overlooked the fact that 
North-South contributed liberally 
to their own downfall. Or, per- 
haps I shoul dsay that South did 
this single-handed. His one no 
trump response to the opening heart 
bid (which was light but entirely 


justified) was the sort of action that 


fairly begs for trouble. Years 
ago it was quite the thing to hold 
open every original bid on any 
excuse, or no excuse at all, but 
long experience proved that this 
technique is fallacious. South, 
with nothing like the values for 
a two club response, and with what 
should have been an acute dislike 
for no trump, even at the one 
level, should have uttered that 
simple but eloquent word, “pass.”

Yes, 
America the enlightened is paying 
a terrible price in tears and cash 
for its neglected children. 


There is something we can learn 
from Russia. I am quoting from 
James E. Brown’s book “Russia 
Fights” (Scribner’s). The laws for 
the care and protection of Russian 
women and children recognize that 
delinquency begins with diapers. 
The working Russian mother does 
not leave her baby at home with 
some careless neighbor or ignorant 
child when she goes to her factory 
bench or office. She takes that 
baby with her. If it is an infant it 
is put into the nursery provided 
by the industry of which she is a 
part. James Brown describes one of 
these nurseries,

There were 33 children. ranging 
in age from infants in cradles to 
boys and girls 2 and 3 years old. 
Everything was spotlessly clean 
and a nurse was supervising the 
play of the older children. The 
foreman told him there was a small 
park in the rear of the factory 
where the children were’ taken to 
play. 

“We give them a hot meal at 
noon and pay careful attention to 
their health,” the foreman said. 

“It looks as if they were better 
off here than they would be at 
home.” 

“That is true,” said the fore- 
man, “It’s a good system and 
judging from our own standpoint 
we find that women naturally 
work better when they are not 
worried about their children.” . 

“This is a state-owned institu- 


tion and does not need to make 
profits, but do you think private 
owned factories abroad could af- 
ford to install nurseries?” 

“I think they would be worth- 
while even under the capitalistic 
system,” he said, “especially for 
factories employing large numbers 
of women. It would improve ef- 
ficiency and reduce absenteeism 
besides creating good will.’ 

“How much time does a woman 
get off when she is pregnant?” I 
asked. ⸗ 

“We give two months leave with 
pay before the baby is born and 
a month afterward.” 

In addition to that, Russian 
mothers leave their work at reg- 


ular hours to nurse their babies. 


and play with them, taking them 
home when their shift is done. 
Russia has learned that law-re- 
specting citizenship begins in the 
cradle, Think it over.

NEW YORK CITY, Wednesday. 


ONDAY afternoon I met at 

.Greenwich House with. a 

group of 30 to 40 young col- 
lege students, who are working 
this summer in New York City 
settlement houses, There is a great 
scarcity of social workers and 
these young people are getting 
some training in social work in 
connection with courses they are 
taking in college. 

Some of the group had been up 
in Harlem the night before and 
knew something ofthe sudden hys- 
teria which swept this small area. 
They, of course, wanted to discuss 
it, but I knew too little about it. 

I am quite sure these summer 
months will be of material value in 
broadening their views of the prob- 
lems of a great city and a great 
nation, where the social sciences 
have Jagged behind the industrial 
and scientific development,

In the evening I went to a meet- 
ing sponsored by the United States 
Student Assembly, at Hunter Col- 
lege, Park avenue and Sixty-eighth 
street. The Austrian student’s dec- 
claration and their courage in de-* 
fying the Nazi rulers has made a 
profound impression on the stu-:

all laugh at book-taught sail- 
Wer. and book-taught crafts- 
men but how about rearing 
children by the books and by the 
books alone? It’s being done more 
often than children can afford. 
It is true that there is much 
wisdom in books. The best ex- 
periences of the most interested 
and most skilled child specialists 
are in the books for reference, and 
for guidance. They are useful 
tools for teachers and mothers, 
but nobody should forget that chil- 
dren are human beings, with 
traits and tricks, with gifts and 
failings, above all, with emotions, | 
that cannot be caught and held in 
print. * 
Each child differs from every 
other in little particulars that are 
of the utmost importance to the 
child concerned. There is one 
who dislikes being on his back, 
one who loves to be held cradled 
in somebody’s , one who dis- 
likes eggs and cannot digest them, 
one who is nervous when several 
people are in the room with him, 
and one who is nervous if left 
alone.
